DEFINITIONS. 



Anatomy is the study of the structure of the body. Physiology 
is the study of the functions of the body. Histology is the study of 
microscopic anatomy and physiology. Pathology is the study of 
diseased structures and functions. Materia Medica is the study of 
the agents used in the cure of disease. Such books are usually arranged 



by name of the subject studied. Therapeutics is the study of the 
agent for cure of disease considered as remedies. Such books are 
generally divided according to the action of the agent. These may be 
and frequently are combined in one book. If the title reads " Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics " put the book m Materia Medica. If it 
reads "Therapeutics and Materia Medica" put it in Therapeutics. 
" Therapeutics " is used in this sense almost entirely in this country 
and in England. On the continent of Europe, however, the word is 
used in its more literal sense, from BepaTrevo), to cure, as applied to 
what we call Practice of medicine. Practice of medicine is the 
summing up of all these branches in the effort to cure disease ; books 
are arranged under it by diseases.

Under Ethics go all polemical works. Dlscursions on Homeopathy 
go here, but all homeopathic books go with their subjects. 



Q.2 Biography 



If individual biography is put in Q it should be all in one alpha- 
bet (physicians, dentists, surgeons, obstetricians); the inconvenience 
of separation would be greater than the gain.
